"*• they show that white traders regarded he 
islanders as lower beings, animals to be used on 
plantations till they were worn out. Thi3 sort 
of thing was going on in the Pacific when I was 
a boy. The kidmpped natives we called “Kanak¬ 
as." The kidnapping of natives was called “black- 
birding.” There was no protection of the natives 
apparently. Contemplating this cruel and inhuman 
traffic, and the killing off of thousands of the 
islanders by white men’s diseases and evil habits 
like alcoholism, and the destroying by white men 
of the good laws and traditions of moral conduct 
of the natives, caused Van Loon, pointing out that 
while diseases might be cured, there is no cure 
for the murder of the soul, to write bitterly: “For 
more than a century now the white man has been 
rampant among the Polynesians. Small wonder 
that, as a race, they preferred to die out!” 

1 WTO this devastation .about 100 years ago came 
' some very different men, some of the finest 
Specimens of manhood, culture and sympathy, 
who felt called to missionary service in the chaotic 
conditions following the Napoleonic wars. Some¬ 
thing like it may follow the chaos of this war. 
They were from several of the churches—Williams, 
Joseph King, Selwyn, Patteson and others. Besides 
befriending the natives and protecting them from 
exploitation and oher dangers due to contact with 
white men, and saving them from fears and su. 
perstitions of their own, they gave them the kindly 
religion which we have discovered through the 
war. One of the best known was Patteson, young 
Oxford honor-man, athlete, and Bishop, who sailed 
among the islands, learning 22 languages and 
making himself beloved of the natives. His white- 
painted schooner came to our port, and as a boy 
I learned the story of his death, which was due 
to a “black-birder.” This conscienceless man had 
enticed five natives aboard his labor.ship from an 
island in the Santa Cruz group, and had carried 
them off. Soon afterwards Patteson came to visit 
the island. He was killed, with five w'ounds, one 
for each native stolen, and was placed in a boat 
covered with a palm leaf with five knots, in re¬ 
taliation for the stealing of the five. It was the 
natives’ idea of justice. 

A MULTITUDE of fine men and women have 
since given themselves to the welfare of 
the islanders—in religion suited to the mind 
of the native; in education, cultural, technical, 
agricultural, some natives having gone to take 
honors at our universities: in medicine, meeting 
a terrible need, and training native assistants to 
the doctors. Matters of dress and good commu. 
nal customs have not been interfered with.. Very 
many of the islanders are now themselves the 
missionaries. A native of Guadalcanal, well edu¬ 
cated in the mission schools, read the life of St. 
Francis of Assisi, and started an Order similar to 
that of St. Francis. There were 140 members of 
the order, all educated natives, who went about 
the islands, each like a modern St. Francis, re¬ 
turning at times to their headquarters in Guadal¬ 
canal. Some of our soldiers have written to tell 
us that they have become sincere Christians 
through the influence of the islanders. Much has 
been told us lately of the ability, the educated 
speech (learned in the mission schools), and the 
kindly character of the natives. The war has 
opened our eyes to what has been done to raise 
the status of the native, and given us the answer 
to the criticism of he missionary’s work which is 
the fashion among white settlers, people connected 
with commercial enterprises, and government ser¬ 
vants and globe-trotters who mix with them. These 
people, sill clinging to the idea, convenient o 
them, but now a thing of the past, that a native 
is an inferior being, fit to be used only as a ser. 
vant or “hand” or tool of the white master, will 
talk against the missionary who has given the 
native education and self-respect, and has gained 
for him government protection from the exploita¬ 
tion of the past. 

I N this connection Van Loon, no biased friend, 
says: “The criticisms of missionary work from 
traders, who are annoyed because missionaries 
come in and protect the natives from exploitation, 
are quite worthless." The verdict of Wendell 
Willkie, and of General MacArthur, who thanked 
the missionaries for the devoted help of the na¬ 
tives as stretcher-bearers in the jungles and gul. 
lies and precipices; and the letters from our boys, 
tenderly cared for and saved from death, provide 
a sufficient answer to the criticisms of those white 
men, whom the modem ideas of brotherhood and 
the infinite worth of every human personality 
have not yet influenced. These white people 
are the benighted ones and not the natives. We 
have learned much through the war.

T HE islands of the Pacific have been very much 
in the news. When I was a boy I lived in the 
port of Newcastle in Australia, and spent a 
good deal of time on the wharves and among the 
barques and brigs and schooners that sailed among 
the islands. I have bought their bananas and co¬ 
conuts, and talked with the sailors, and often 
shared their hard-tack. Native princes from the 
islands came over to our schools. I learned much 
of the history of the Pacific which is not generally 
known. What had the white man been doing to 
the islanders during the last 100 years or so? 

T HERE is the Story of Easter Island, some, 
where near the middle of the Pacific! Early 
in the 19th century laborers were needed for 
gathering the derposits of guano on the coasts of 
CUiAe. and Peru; and no local labor would touch 
the unpleasant and unhealthy work. So the pro¬ 
prietors of the guano deposits hired a few ships 
and a few soldiers and raided Easter Island, and 
stole every able-bodied male for the work. The 
population of the island soon decreased from 6000 
to 250. 

T HERE is the story of the Solomon Islands 
(Guadalcanal). Somewhere about 1870, in my 
lifetime, when sugar planters in Queensland 
and Fiji badly needed laborers for their planta¬ 
tions, they sent armed schooners to attack he 
Solomon Islands. The natives fought with stone 
axes, and the white men won and took away as 
many as could be crowded into their ships to 
Queensland and Fiji to work among the sugar 
cane. 

fT*lHERE is the tragedy of the Marquesas Islands. 
I A hundred years ago there were 160,000 m- 
tives in these islands. Twenty years ago there 
were 4000. Today probably 2100. One of our 
American whaling captains sent ashore a sailor 
dying of tuberculosis; the tattooed natives received 
him most kindly, soothed his last hours and 
breathed the germs that have carried off four.

Some further idea of the speed 
of American production was re¬ 
vealed by the Navy in the An¬ 
nouncement that the 45,000-ton 
battleship Wisconsin launched on 
December 7, 1943, had been com¬ 
missioned on April 16, 1944 just 
18 weeks later. During peace¬ 
time approximately one full year 
is required to finish a big warship 
after it Is sent down the ways. 


Most of us have seen pictures 
of some of Europe’s children with 
sunken cheeks and bloated stom¬ 
achs conditions resulting from 
near starvation. Our soldiers 
have found many of them in Italy 
and undoubtedly many more will 
appear as our armies push deeper 
into areas long held by the Nazis. 
We have long known that Amer¬ 
ica would have to share its food 
with these war victims at least 
for a time in order to restore 
them to some semblance of nor¬ 
mal. Actually we have been shar¬ 
ing with them for the past couple 
of years because our government 
has been setting aside food re¬ 
serves for just this purpose. That 
is one of the reasons why the 
shelves in our retail food stores 
have not been so well stocked as 
in peace times. Even candy is 
one of the foods we are sharing. 
No, we aren't feeding starving 
children solely on candy, but a 
few sweets are part of a normal 
diet and they have a marvelous 
effect in restoring a glint of hap¬ 
piness to the eyes of little ones 
already weary of life. Realizing 
the value of candy to these un¬ 
fortunate people, as well as to 
our own troops, we will hardly 
complain at the lack of candy 
bars, or if we have to wait in line 
for a box of our favorite choco¬ 
lates. Life in America is still 
“sweet” in spite of the shortage 
of sweets.

The reason why no attempt was 
made to damage Allied ship con¬ 
centrations before the sailing of 
the invasion convoys from Eng¬ 
land is one of the mysteries of 
the war.
